Unfair Boating 
Regulations 


Local 
boating

throughout the nation may be re- 
examined as the result of a court 
decision 
in a test case 
which 


judged a local ordinance prohibit- 
ing the use 
of out/board motors 


larger than 7M> horsepower on a 
small lake in Wisconsin to toe "un- 
reasonable" and "invalid." 


Judge 
Eugene 
Fish in Polk 


County, Wise., said the ordinance 
exceeded the authority vested in 
the town board to regulate noise 
and establish safety 
regulations 


relating to boats. 


The* court's 
opinion was that 


large outlboard 
motors 'do 
not 


create a disturbance of noise be- 
cause the size of the motor "is not 
necessarily the sole criterion by 
which noise is created." 


Furthermore, the judge said, it 


was demonstrated "by a -prcpond- 
eranqe of evidence," a large mo- 
tor did not create a larger 
wake 


than a T'/a horsepower motor pow- 
ering a 'boat with several passen- 
gers in it. 


The testimony further showed, 


he said, that at least during mid- 
'day hours, larger motors did not 
interfere with . the vast majority 
of fishermen, nor with the propaga- 
tion or inclination to bite of any 
type of fish found in the lake. 


The judge declared, "In regard 


to swimmers, an ordinance which 
prohibits the use of an entire lake 
to motors over 
a certain 
six.e, 


when only, that portion adjacent to 
the shore is used iby the vast ma- 
jority of swimmers, is reasonable 
since -the two users do not, or- 
dinarily, use the same portion or 
areas of the lake," 


He concluded that "to deny 
a 


right to water ski, or to use a large 
motor for any legitimate purpose 
where such use does not ordinarily 
infringe on the rights of others is 
an unreasonable restriction," 


Another, lest case, challenging 


the constitutionality of local boat 
licensing ordinances, hgs been fil- 
ed against the town o£ Burlington, 
Wise., by the state's Attorney Gen- 
eral. 


According to the Outboard Boat 


ing Club of America, national as- 
sociation of outlboard boatmen ajid 
manufacturers of outboard equip- 
ment, there are more than 200,000 
outboard motors in use in the'state 
of Wisconsin, owned by the state's 
residents alone. Thousands of ad- 
ditional motors are brought into the 
state each year 'by tourists — the 
nuinber of which opn be seen in 
the fact that Wisconsin leads the 
nation in the number of out'Of-tow-n 
fishing licenses sold,
